Chicago gave President Taft a rousing 
sendoff yesterday upon his 13,000 mile touy 
of the republic. From noon till midnight he 
was cheered upon his way with a bewildering 
variety of receptions, feasts and parades, a 
Massmeeting, a baseball game, and a ball. 

This morning the president is speeding into 
the northwest, and, except for incidental 
stops, resting up from his breakneck whir! 
through the forms of entertainment pro- 
vided by his Chicago hosts. The day here was 
mainly under the leadership of the Commer- 
cial and Hamilton clube. 

Mr. Taft had a good time here, and he 
didn't hesitate to let folks know it wherever 
he happened to be. The Chicagoans, in en- 
tertaining the president, also had what in 
other days would have been calleda ‘* bully "’ 
time. Wherever he appeared the president 
Was greeted warmly. Every where flags were 
waving and handkerchiefs fluttering to the 
f the din of cheers.

Deneen is a candidate for 
United States senator to succeed Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom. His candidate for the 
Republican nomination for governor is State 
Treasurer Russel of Jacksonville. There is 
@ tentative state slate, one of whose con- 
stituents is Clarence F. Buck of Monmouth 
for secretary of state. 

This information came direct from Deneen 
headquarters last night after a wholesale 
roundup of Illinois politicians, who were in 
Chicago. — 

There is ample reason, so the politicians 
consider, to believe the tentative and unofti- 
clal announcement, which spread rapidly 
through the hote! corridors last night, is suf- 
ficient to indicate that Gov. Deneeti is out in 

the open to succeed Senator Cullom, and that 
the war is on to the knife hilt for the annihi- 
lation of Senator Lorimer as a definite factor 
in Illineis Republican politics. ° 


Official Word Expected Soon. 

It is confidently believed by menibers of 
the Republican state committee who are 
khown as “‘ Deneen’”’ men that Gov. Deneen 
will go s6 far as to make certain to his 
friends that he will be a candidate for the 
United States senatorship not later than the 
state fair, which is two weeks away, and 
that Republican candidates for the state 
senate, to be elected next year, will be forced 
to make the campaign upon the issue of 
whether they will support Deneen or some- 
bedy else for United States senator. 

As cruel as it might seem, the men who 
figured in the startling developménts of the 
Illinois political game which followed re- 
peated sessions of high class state politi- 
clans yesterday and last night, marked Sen- 
ator Cullom upon the entry sheetS as a 
“ federal crowd entry.”" lj was candidly ad- 
mitted that the question of whether he starts 
or not apa candidate for his own succession 
depends altogether upon whether he Is alive 
when the legisjature of 1012 begins to ballot 
upon the senatorship. 


Making the Slate for 1912. 
Chicago swarmed with Iilinois Republican 
politicians. There was not a congressional 
district which did not have a spokesman of 


} They talked freely. 3 : 
talking was through for the night the bulk of 
them had it that Gov. Deneen will strive for 
the senatorship before his term expires and 
that affairs have. proceeded to the point 
where state slatemaking for 1912 is on the 
fire. 

The report that State Treasurer Russel is 
a slated candidate for the governorship was 
a ¢old surprise toa lot of people They re- 
ferred back to the campaign with a direct 
primary law in force, in which Mr. Ruseel, 
présumably a Deneen candidate, was defeat- 
ed. in the state convention by John F. Smul- 
gki, although the popular vote of the state, 
cast at the direct primary election, presum- 
ably was in Russel's favor. 

There were plentiful indications at the not- 
able Macomb judicial convention last month 
that the Russel candidacy was about to be 
sprung, 
all practical purposes, became a candidate, 
surprised few. That he is to be the Deneen 
candidate sent several hearts to fluttering. 


Buck for Secretary of State. 

A. slate place for secretary of state was 
practically offered to Clarence Buck, accord- 
ing to the reports which gained belief. Buck 
hails from western Lilinois and is a mem ber 
of the state committee from the Fourteenth 
district. It is doubtful whether he will con- 
sider the proposition, which it is understood, 
came from headquarters. 

Lieut. Gov. John G. Oglesby is a certain 
cantidate for the governorship. He was in 
Cni¢ago and had a conspicuous place at all 
of the public functions. After a roundup of 
certain state Republican interests, the dec- 
laration was made that the state fair week 
will find Mr. Oglesby an avowed candidate 
for the Republican nomination. 

Senator Cullom’s friends were chary of 
talking about the Deneen-for-senator talk.

Five Mégigad “Men Halt Cars Near 
Malta, Colo.—Awe Engineers and 
Firemen with Revolvers. 


Leadville, Colo., Sept. 16.—A daring attempt 
by five masked bandits to rob the second 
section of Denver and Rio Grande No. 5 
passenger train was made about 11 o'clock 
tonight, four miles west of Malta, a small 
station near Leadville. Theexpresecar was 
dynamited. According to the trainmen no 
booty was secured. 

It is believed the robbers crawled on the 
two engines at Malta. The train had pro- 
ceeded but a short distance when two men 
crawled over the tenders and compelled the 
engineers and firemen march back to the 
express car. 

Engineer Smith of the first engine was told 
to hammer on the door and order the express 
messenger to open it.

VOTE FOR STREET CAR PEACE 


Men Accept Company’s Offer, 
Ending Wage Dispute. 


CONTRACT TO RUN 8 YEARS. 


Employes See an Increase Over Any 
Previous Proposition. 


By an overwhelming majority vote the 
members of the two divisions of the street 
car men’s union lest evening ended their 
protracted wage diepute with the traction 
companies and accepted the now wage scale 
proposed by International President William 
D. Mahon and agreed: to by President John 
M. Roach of the Chicago Rallwaye company. 

Considerable opposition to the scabe was 
displayed by the younger and more radical 
element of the union. They insisted on 
standing out for the original demands of a 
flat ecale of 80 cents an hour. When the 
proposition was put to a vote, however, the 
radicals either failed to vote as they spoke 
or fell into line with the conservatives, who 
carried the day for peace and settlement of 
the digpute. 

The north and west side men met at Schoen- 
hofen’s hall, Milwaukee and Ashland ave- 
nues, and the members of Division 260, com- 
prising the employés of the City Railway 
and the Calumet and South Chicago lines, 
met at Gerrity’s hall, 4800 State street. The 
meeting at Schoenhofen’s hall, which began 
at 8 oO clock, was attended by more than 2,500 
men of the Railways and the Consolidated 
linea. More than 1,000 car men of the south 
side attended the gathering at Gerrity’s hall, 
where the meeting was called to order at 10 
o'clock, 


Mahon Is at Both Meetings. 

The difference in the time between the two 
meetings was arranged so as to allow Prest- 
dent Mahon to attend both. At the close of 
the north and west side men's gathering. 
which adjourned at 9:80 o'clock, President 
Mahon rushed down the stairs and jumped 
into a waiting automobile and was driven 
in haste to Gerrity’s hall at the other end 
of town. 

This performance was witnessed with keen 
interest by the crowd of street car men pour- 
ing out of the meeting hall. President Mahon 
was adcompanied by Lawrence D. Bland, 
editor of the Union Leader, official organ of 
the street car men’s union. They arrived at 
the south side meeting shortly after 10 
o'clock. 

At both meetings Mr. Mahon submitted a 
report of the negotiations with the officials 
of the two big companies, ending with the 
new scale which President Roach offered to 
the men on the Railways and Consolidated 
lines. The report also embodied President 
Mahon's and the committee's recommenda- 
tion that the new proposition be accepted 
tather than submit the dispute to an unprom- 
ising arbitration.

The contract also contains provisions for 
increased wages for barn and shop men on 
both of the big lines. Settlement of the 
Wage question concerning empleyés other 
than trainmen virtually was agreed upon 
at the earl meetings between the officials 
of the companies, Walter L. Fisher, who 
represented the city in the negotiations, and 
the union leaders. 

It was declared that the new scale will 
amount) to an annual increase in the wages 
of the men of $600,000 above the present 
pay roll for both companies, including thé 
Consolidated and Calumet and South Chicago 
linez. The increase on that basis will amount 
to $1,800,000 for both roads in the contract 
period of three years.

Increase Over First Offer. 

The first offer made by the companies and 
rejected by the men was based on an in- 
crease of $1,000,000 over the present pay roll 
for a proposed contract period of five years. 
Thus the men have gained an increase of 
$800,000 over the original offer of the compa- 
nies and cut the contract period down two 
years. 

President Mahon probably will visit Pres- 
ident Roach and President Mitten today for 
the purpoge of presenting the contract for 
signatures. President Roach several days 
ago agreed to accept the contract, and Pres- 
ident Mitten told the union leaders that if 
they came to him empowered to sign a con- 
tract on that basis he would submit the scale 
to the executtve committee of the City rail- 
way company for the purpose of obtaining 
sanction to sign up. 

An increase in wages of 1 cent™an hour 
will be granted all motormen and conduc- 
tors of the Chicago & Milwaukee electric 
road, beginning on Oct. 1.

More tham four years ago Miss Wilkinson 
left her home to make her own living in 
New York City. She chafed at the restric- 
tions imposed upon her in her home by her 
father. She was ambitious to study life and 
social conditions. 

After two years she wrote a novel, which 


able criticism in a magasine published in 
Chicago. It wasthescholarly father’s recog- 
nition of hig daughter’s ability and it ap- 
peared that a correspondence had be€n start- 
ed between the estranged writers. They had 
found something in common and begun the 
reconciliation which culminated when the 
daughter, having achieved fame, brought 
her affianced husband, a portrait painter of 
recognized ability in England, homie to be 
married. 


Grieved by Another Daughter. 

Perhaps, too, the cloud that hung over the 
proféssor’s family when his other daughter, 
Evelyn, married Nathan W. Stowell. a Los 
Angeles millionaire, immediately after he 
was divorced from the former Mrs. Stowell, 
made the father long for comfort from the 
one first estranged. He wrote a letter to the 
divorced Mrs. Stowell extending his pro- 
foundemt’ sympathy and censuring his own 
daughter, declaring he mourned her as if 
dead. It was not until this letter had been 
made public that it was generally known that 
the daughter, Florence, was making her own 
living in New York, so quiet was her dis- 
appearance from the university community. 

After Miss Wilkinson went to New York 
she plunged at once into the life of a littie 
coterie of writers and won fame as a writer 
of verse and short stories. Her novel, * The 
Silent Door,” appeared in the summer of 
1907. The story deals with stege life and 
wae praised as “worthy: of a fortune better 
than that of the ephemeral best seller.” 


Parents Pleased with Match. 

‘We didn't need any reconciiiation,’’ said 
the father when talking about the book. ‘I 
am glad that I could conscientiously praise 
the book. It had faults, of course, but it 
was a good work."’ 

Prof. Wilkinson is now 76 years old. He 
has written a number of books in the Chau- 
tauqua series and four epic poems on the 
lives of Moses and Paul. He and his wife 
live in the Woodlawn avenue house, where 
they once had a large family. 

‘“‘Nobody can tell how happy we are,” 
said the professor and Mrs. Wiikinson last 
night. “‘ We now have our daughter and 
her husband.”

At the office he picked 
up a heavy ledger and started across the floor 
with it. He tripped and fell beavily, strik- 
ing his head. He was dazed when assisted 
to a chair and blood was flowing from a 
scalp wound. His friends think a clot on the 
brain deranged his memory. 

He was left alone for a moment while a 
physician was being summoned. When the 
doctor arrived he had disappeared. 

The police were notified after an extensive 
search had been made'by friends for the 
missing man and his description sent out all 
over the country.

- tien of labor has beén to maintain a steady 
__dind high rate of wages making stch a stand- 
oe of living possible. 
“Nothing I have said or shall say should 
he construced into an attitude of criticism 
t or unfriendliness to those working- 
men who for any reas¢én do not join unions. 
Their right to labor for such wages as ti:ey 
- gheose to accept is sacred, and any lawiess

“The effect of organized labor upon such 
abuses as the employment of child labor, as

_ of unjust rules of law exempting employers 
from liability for.accidents to laborers, has 
been direct, immediate, and useful, and such 
\reforms in these matters as have taken place 
“Would probably be long delayed but for the 
_ehergetic agitation of the questions by the 
representatives of organized labor. 
_ “Of course when organized labor permits 
- itself to sympathize with violent methods, 
“with breaches of the law. with boycotts and 
ether methods of undue duress, it is not en- 
titled to our sympathy. But it is not to be 
expected that such organizatoins shall be 
perfect, and that they may not at times and 
| particular cases snow defective tenden- 
es that ought to be corrected. 
“One notable defect which has been point- 
| #d out has been in the disposition or -he ma- 
“derity of members In labor unions to reduce 


present system unaccompanied by proper 
limitation, and I think.all.of us who are 
in: favor of the maintenance of our present 
institutions should recognize this battle 
which has been carried on by the censerva- 
tive and influential members of trades unton- 
ism, and willingly give credit to these men 
as the champions of a cause which should 
command our sympathy, respect, and sup- 
port. 
Need of Court Reform. 

“Our friends of the great unions at times 
op Ks of our courts, more perhaps because 
of the cisions in injunction cases than for 
anything else. I have already referred to 
this particular phase of litigation in which 
they have-an interest, but when the subject 
of courts is mentioned it suggests to me a 
larger field for complaint and reform in 
which all citizens are interested and have 
a right to be heard. 

“There is no subject I feel so deeply as 
upon the necessity for reform in the admin- 
istration of both civil and criminal lew. To 
sum it all up in one phrase, the difficulty in 
both is undue delay. It is not too much to 
say that the administration of criminal law 
in this country is a disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion, and that the prevalence of crime and 
fraud, which here is greatly in excess of that 


the failure of the law and its administrators 
to bririg criminals to justice. 

“I am sure that this failure is not due to 
corruption of officials. It is not due to their 
negligence or laziness, though, of course, 
there may be both in some cases; but it is 
chiefly due to the system, against which it ifs 
impossible for an earnest prcsecutor and 
an efficient judge to struggle. 


Inherit Our System. 


“We inherited our system of criminal 

rosecutions and the constitutiona!] provi- 

Ons for the protection of the accused in his 
trial from England and her laws. We in- 
herited from her the jury trial. All these 
limitations and the jury system still are 
maintained in England, but they have not 
interfered with an effective prosecution of 
criminal and their punishment. There has 
not been undue delay in English criminal 
courts. 

“In this ‘country we have generally alteréd 
the relation of the judge to the jury. In 
England the judge controls the trials, con- 
trois the lawyers, keeps them to relevant 
and proper argument, aids the jury in its 
consideration of the facts, not by direction 
but by suggestion, and the lawyers in the 
conduct of the cases are made to fee) that 
they have an obligation not only to their 
clients, but also to the court and to the nublic 
at large, not to abuse their office in such a 
way as unduly to lengthen the tria! and un- 
duly to direct the attention of the court and 
the jury away from the real facts at issue. 

Jury Has Own Sweet Will. 

“In this country there seems |to have been 
on the part of all state legislators a fear of 
the judge, and not of the jury, and the power 
which he exercises in an English court has 
by legislation been reduced from time to time 
until now, and this is especially true in west- 
ern states, he has hardly more power than 
the moderator in a religious assembly. | 

“The tendency of legislation is to throw 
the reins on the back of the jury, and to let 
them follow their own sweet will, influenced 
by all the arts of counsel for the defendant 
in leading them away from the real points at 
issue, and in awakening their emotions of 
pity for the defendant in forgetfulness. of the 
wrongs of the prosecuting witness, or it may 
be of the deceased, and of the rights of s0- 
ciety to be protected against crime: and ali 
these defects are emphasized in the delays 
which occur in the trials—delays made neces- 
sary because the trials take so great a time.

* Counsel afte not permitted to mouse 
through the record to find errors that in the 
trial seemed of little. account, but that are 
developed into great injustices in the court 
of appeal. This is another defect of our pro- 
cedure. No criminail is content with a judg- 
ment of the court. below, and well may he 
not be, because the record of reversals is so 
great as to encourage it in every case and 
to hang important judgments in appellate 
proceedings sometimes for years. 

“I don't know when the reforms are to be 
brought about in this country. Until our 
people shall become fully aware and in some 
concrete way be mad@to suffer from the es- 
cape of criminals from just judgment in this 
country the system may continue. 


Asks More Power for Judges. 


‘One of the methodd by which it could be 
remedied in some degree is to give judges 
more power in the trial of criminal! cages and 
enable them to aid the jury in its considera- 
tion of facts and to exercise more contro) 
over the arguments that counsel see fit to 
advance. Judges, and especially judges who 
are elected, ought not to be mistrusted by the 
people. 

‘* A judgeship is a great office, and the man 
who holdsit should exercise great power, and 
he ought-to be allowed to exercise that in a 
trial by jury. Then it is undoubtedly true 
that in England lawyers, in the conduct of 
their cases, feel much more and respect much 
more their obligation to assist the court in ad- 
ministering justice and restrain themselves 
from adopting desperate and extreme meth- 
ode, which American lawyers are even ap- 
plauded for. 

** The trial here is a game in which the ad- 
vantage is with the criminal, and if he wins 
he seents io have the sympathy of a sporting 
public. Trial by jury, as it has come to us 
through the constitution, is the trial by jury 
under the English law. and under that law 
the vagaries/ the weaknesses, the timidities, 
and the ignorance of juries were to be neu- 
tralized by the presence in court of a judge 
to whom they should look for instruction 
upon the law and sound advice in respect io 
the facts, although of course with regard to 
the facts, their ultimate conclusion must be 
their own and they were fully at liberty to 
disregard the judicial suggestion. 


Undue Delay Wastes Money. 

“But reform in our criminal procedure is 
not the only reform that we ought to havein 
our courts. On the civil side of the courts 
there is undue delay, and this always works 
for the benefit of the man-with the longest 
purse. The employment of lawyers and the 
payment of costs all become more expensive 
as the Htigation is extended. 

“It used to be thought that a system by 
which cases involving small amounts could 
be carried to the Supreme court through two 
or three courts of intermediate appeal was a 
perfect system, because it gave the poor man 
the:same right to go to the Supreme courtas 
a rich man. Eyuching is further from the 
truth. 

‘* What the poor man needs is a prompt de- 
cision of his case, and by limiting the appeals 
in cases involving small amounts of money 
so that there shall be a final decision in the 
lower court, an opportunity is given to tne 
poor litigant to secure a judgment in time to 
enjoy. it, and not after he has exhausted a]) 
his resources in litigating. to the Supreme 
court. 


Too-Many Lawyers at the Pie. 


‘Lam a lawyer and admire my profession, 
but I must admit that we have had too many 


lawyers in legislating on legal procedure, 


and they have been prone to think that 
litigants were made for: the purpose of fur- 
nishing business to courts and lawyers, and 
not courts and lawyers for the benefit of 
the people and litigants. 

“More than this, I am bound to say that 
in the matter of reducing the cost of litiza- 
tion, and, indeed, the time of it, congress 
and the federal courts have not set a goed 
example. ‘Probably under the constitution

Time Ripe for a Commission. 


“The fact that no reform has been insti- 
tuted’ may perhaps be due to the circum- 
stance that our judges have been overloaded 
with work in the Supreme court, and thus 
opportunity has not been seized for this re- 
form. But I conceive that the situation is 
how ripe for the appointment of a commis- 
sion by congress to take up the question of 
the law's delays in the federal] courts and 
to report a system which shaN not only 
wecure quick and cheap justice to the litl- 
gants in the federal courts; but shall offer a 
model to the legislators and courts of the 
states by.the use of which they can them- 
selves institute reforms. 

“Tl would abolish altogether the system of 
payment of court officers by fees. The fee 
system may be properly continued for the re- 
imbursement of the,public treasury by liti- 
grants, especially the interested, but the fees 
ought to be reduced to the lowest point and 
the motive for Increasing the expense of 
litigation that arises from the payment of 
the compensation out of fees to court officers 
shotild be removed. 

“Of'all the questions that are before the 
American people I regard no one as more 
important than this—to wit: the improve- 
ment of the administration of justice. We 
must make it so that the poor man wil! have 
as nearly as possible an opportunity in liti- 
gating! as the rich man, and under present 
conditions, ashamed as we may be of it, this 
is not ithe fact. 

“And now, my friende, I have sabjected 
you toia rather solemn discussion of arather 
solemn subject. 


Chicago Center of Country. 

“TI always like to visit Chicago because 
it is in a sense the center of the country. 
Much more than Boston is it the-hub about 
which many people and marry interests re- 
volve. In making up the personnel of my 
cabinet and my administration I have been 
surprised to find how many admirable men 
you have in your community, and I muat 
apologize for the drain whichsI have made 
upon your resources by calling to Washing- 
ton and foreign courts at least half a dozen 
of your most prominent and able citizens. 
In doing so I had to ask them all to make 
personal sacrifices in the matter of compen- 
sation and to gather their reward from dis- 
interested desire to serve the public and a 
patriotic willingness to put thelr abilities at 
the disposition of the country. 

** We are entering now upon an era of pros- 
perity which I hope will be long continued. 
We have just paseed a tariff bill which has 
ended for the time the disturbance of busi- 
ness that always arises from the considera- 
tion and agitation over such a bill, and there 
is nothing now to preveht the application of 
all the capital and all the forces which have 
been suspended for the last year and a half 
or two years by a lack of confidence and a 
waiting for such settlement to the expansion 
of business and the further development of 
the resources of this country. 


Speaks for Roosevelt Policies. 

“ But this prospect of prosperity must net 
blind us to the necessity.for carrying out 
certain great reforms adivocated by .Mr. 
Rodsevelt and recommended in the Republh:- 
can party platform which I believe are need. 
ed to prevent a return to the abuses which all 
men recognize the evil of in our previous 
business methods and the management of 
our great corporations. 

“J expect to consider these questions more 

at length at another stage in my journey, as 
I do also the character of'the tariff bill whiten 
nas been adopted and which has been sub- 
jected to much criticism, but tonight I feel 
that: I have wearied you far beyond any 
claim.1I. have had to your attention.”

President Taft is strong for the Chicago 
spirit and abselutely commiited to the Chi- 
cago school childrén. The tears started 
from the presidential eye and the Taft smile 


| seemed more mellow when he told the Com- 


mercial club of Chicago and its guests that 
the greatest tribute in his public career had 
just been paid to him personally and to the 
office of president of the United States by 
the miles of singing, cheering Chicago school 
children. 

To a most representative body of Chicago 
men—men who stand at the top of the busi- 
ness and commercial interests of Chicago and 
who individually and collectively stand for 
the real Chicago spirit—President Taft went 
on record with the declaration that it had 
been made possible for him to have the de- 
light and pleasure ‘‘ which few men have 
enjoyed '’—he put in a modest parenthesis—

Reaches Automobile Row. 


The entrance into “ automobile row ’’ was 
made with a fanfare of automobile horns, 
whistles, bella, sirens, and every kind of auto- 
mobile’ “ warner’? that is manufactured. 
The procession of cars behind those of the 
reviewing party had grown until the avenue 
was choked and they extended nearly a mile 
to the rear. Every car went along shrieking 
and puffing. 

The most impressive sight of the whole 
parade came to the reviewing party at Twelfth 
stre¢t and Grant park came into view. The 
park was a.sea-of packed humanity.

base to the foot of the statue. The sight was 
the climax of the spectacle and its impregs- 
iveness roused enthusiasm to its highest 
point. 
‘The cheers which greeted the president 
turned to a roar of welcome as the party 
swept along, circled \the signal light pillar 
at Jackson boulevard, and retraced the route 
to the Oongress hotel. But it was only the 
presidential party that entered into the final 
demonstration. The long parade of automo- 
biles which had joined the review were cut 
off by the mounted police at Harrison street. 
Only one daring taxi driver eluded the police 
and was ‘‘in at the finish.’’ 


Urion Points Out Lessons. 
President Urion of the board of education 
saw a number of lessons for the school chil- 
dren and for various branches of the city 
officials and employés in the success of the 
school children’s reception to Preaident Taft.

Lesson to “Carping Critics.” 


“This should also be a never-to-be-forgot- 
ten lesson to the carping critics of the Chi- 
cago schools. There are those who find 
this fault and that fault with the teachers 
and the board of education, but this one big 
successful event can be well constructed as 
an excellent reply to many of these criti. 
cisms:

Eastern Court Said to Have Decided 
Against Gold OCompany’s Claim It

Word was received in Chicago yesterday 
that a suit which has been pending for the 
last four years in the Circuit court at Sharon; 
Pa., against the estate of Peter L. Kimber- 
ly, who in his lifetime was a well known 
capitalist living in Chicago, has been de- 
cided in favor of the Heirs. The suit in- 
volved over $500,000, which the officers of 
the Great Western Gold company of Cali- 
fornia were seeking to recover. 

The suit was commenced before Mr. Kim- 
berly’'s death, and while it has been pending 
it has not been possible to settle the éstate, 
which is estimated at $8,000,000. In his will 
he left a number of bequests to eastern rela- 
tives and he stipulated that one-twentieth of 
his entire estate should go to Mrs. Elizabeth 
Asay of Chicago, in whose apartment he 
lived for several years prior to his death. 

The Great Western Gold company charged 
in itsisuit that by a fraudulent transaction 
Kimberly had sold to the company for $2,- 
000,000 property worth only $750,000. It was 
asserted that he had co-conspirators in the 
deal and divided with them $1,250,000. 

One of the things which was at stake in the 


Western company alleged to be worth $500,- 
000, and which was part of the estate. This 
certificate is said to have been given to Mr. 
Kimberly before the alleged fraud was dis- 
covered.

ACCUSE A WOMAN 


| Heirs Demand” Accounting 
from One Known as Widow 
of North Side Liveryman.. 


SAY “UNDUE INFLUENCE.” 


Receiver Asked for $500, 000 
Estate and Title to Much 
Property Is Clouded. 


. Undue influence over a sickly old man is 
alleged in a bill filed in the Circyit court 
| yesterday wherein the relatives of the late 
‘Francis Yott, for many years a North Clark 
| street liveryman, seek to procure an ac- 
counting of his $500,000 estate from a woman 
‘long known as Mrs. Eliza Yott, but who in 
reality, it is charged, is the wife of William 
F. Montgomery, an inmate of the insane 
asylum at Elgin. 
Attorney James R. Ward, who filed the bill, 
and the plaintiff relatives are trying to estab- 
‘lish what relationship existed between Yott 
and Montgomery, over which there appears 
to be some mystery. Montgomery was an old 
time employé of Yott, and immediately be- 
‘fore he was adjudged insane he assumed the 
‘hame of his employer, and after his commit- 
t to Elgin under the name of Montgom- 
ery, in 1808, his wif& began keeping the liv- 
ery stable accounts, collecting rents, and\ 
looking after other interests of Francis Yott. } 
When Mrs. Francis Yott died, five years 
later, Mrs. Montgomery, or Yott, estab- 
lished herself in the Yott residence, 1856 
rry avenue, since which time, it is alleged, 
she has had absolute contro] over Francis 
Yott's estate. 


Asks Receiver for Estate. 
George Yott, a nephew of Francis Yott, 
is administrator of the estate. He sets forth 
his inability to obtein possession of the dif- 
ferent pieces of realty Francis Yott owned, 
or the bonds and other valuable securities he 
possessed, and asks that a receiver for the 
éstate be appointed, 

Eliza Montgomery, or Yott, and her broth- 
ér, John J. Maypole, and his wife, Jane May- 
pole, are the real defendants, though cer- 
tain grand. nieces and nephews of Francis 
Yott are also named. The grandnieces and 
grandnephews are named solely for the rea- 
son that they are minors without guardians 
and therefore cannot legally be named as 
plaintiffs. 

Maypole and his wife are specifically 
named in connection with property at El- 
dridge court and Michigan avenue, which 
was deeded by Francis Yott to Maypole for 
$100 consideration ten years ago, but the deed 
was not recorded unt{] shortly before Yott'’s 
death on July 9 last.’ That property alone is 
valued at $125,000, according to the plairtiffs. 

Suspicion is expressed that Maypole merely 
took title to safeguard the interests of his 
sister, and it is suspected also that Maypole 


it was his ship.

Suits Will Cloud Titles. 

The fact that Mrs. Montgomery, or Yott, 
joined as “‘trustee”’ with Yott in maxing 
deeds for other p se seiggry convinces the 
plaintiffs that the fe€ble old man made over 
his entire estate to her. The administrator 
says he cannot find anything valuable, and 
wants the court to force the defendant to 
explain. It is also sought to have the deed 
to Maypole set aside as ‘*‘ fraudulent.” 

The litigation is the beginning of a series 
of suits which will cloud the title to other 
valuable properties. The plaintiffs are still 
investigating, Attorney Ward announced. and 
if any of the properties passed out of Mrs. 
“ Yott's"’ hands the grantees will be named 

as codefendants fn«eubsequent suits. 

Thrancte Yott, who died at the age of 81, 
according to the bill, was so overcome by the 
death of his, wife, Eliza Kinney Yott, on 
Jan. 31, 1898, he was unable to attend the 
funeral. They had lived together for torty- 
six years, and her death, it is said, affected 
him mentally as weli as physically. 


Estranged from Relatives. 

The bill sets out that the defendant Mrs. 
“ Yott”’ was not related to Yott either by 
blood or marriage, gives the date of her 
marriage to Montgomery, and tells about his 
detention at Elgin. It asserts that Yott’'s 
brothers and sisters aided him in making 
his fortune and that he repeatedly promised 
to divide his estate among them at his death. 
but that the influence of the defendant Mrs. 
“Yott’’ caused him to become estranged 
from his relatives and now there is nothing 
left for distribution. 

A| few months prior to Yott’s death he and 
the defendant Mrs. “ Yott,”’ as ‘ trustee.”’ 
made a deed to A. 8. Chandler for the prop- 
erty at 1320 Wabash avenue, for a consider- 
ation of $25,000. The Barry avenue property, 
of which the defendant Mrs. ** Yott ’’ has ful! 
possession, and which she occupies with her 
maids, is-valued at $25,000. It is suspected 
that she holds an unrecorded deed for it. 

The livery stable property, in North Clark 
street, is valued at $75,000. There ts prop- 
erty in Racine avenue valued at $50,000. She 
joined in a deed with Yott by which he trad- 
ed other Chicago property. for valuable lands 
in Florida, it is alleged, and she also joined 
in a deed by which he traded Chicago prop- 
ety for lands at Barrington, I1l. 

The value of bonds and other securities 
is not given, but Mr. Ward stated that al- 
together about $500,000 was involved. 

Increased values of -Chicago reaity are 
mainly responsible for the size of the estate 
at the death of Francis. 

Montgomery is now about 51 years old, and 
his wife is three years younger. Montgom- 
ery went to work in the livery stable when 
he was a boy. In 188 he married Eliza 
Maypole, and lived with her until he was 
adjudged insane and committed to Mlgin.

Gov, John A. Johnson of Minnesota tonight 
is fighting the greatest battie in nis career 
—the battle between life and death—and for 
the time being he seems to be gaining in the 
fight. 

wit midnight his condition showed decided 
iniprovement and his physicians are much 
encouraged over the outlook for his recovery. 
The governor has shown a gradual improve- 
ment since early today. 

At 12 o'clock Dr. MeNevin, house physt- 
cian at St. Mary's hospital, issued the follow- 
ing bulletin: 

“The governor nad a slight attack of nau- 
sea at 10:40 and then went to sleep. Hé has 
been asleep almost continuously since 10:45. 
His general condition is excellent. He has 
taken no opiates tonight nor did he take any 
yesterday, except one-sixth of a grain of 
morphine three hours after the operation. 
That has been the only stumulant adminis- 
tered. His pulse is 110 and his temperature 
statiogary at 00.4.”’ 


Talks with Wife and Attendants. 


Mr.- Johnson in the afternoon conversed 
with his wife and the attendants at the hos- 
pital and said he knew he was going to pull 
through. Dr. W. J. Mayo stated that Mr. 
Johnson's condition was encouraging. 

“ Of-course the governor still is ina critical 
condition, and will be for four or five days.”” 
said the doctor, “ put I am free to state that 
I believe his yfvent condition points to 
ultimate recov :

John E. Mahoney Mr. Wayman asked if it 
was not a fact that Mahoney when captain 
gt Desplaines street -attempted to induce 
Stephen Healy, who then was a license in- 
gpector, to make an adverse report on Frank 
ros. saloon in order to put them out of 
‘pusiness. The witness stoutly denied the 
‘{mputation. The state’s attorney intimated 
‘that he will call Inspector Healy as a wit- 
ness later. 


‘McCann May Testify Today. 

A new line of testimony is promised today 
by the attorneys for the defense, and it is 
probable that McCann will take the stand 
in his own behalf late. Attorney Neely said 
the defense would produce witnesses to prove 
that the specified cases cited by the state 
of the payment of bribe money to McCann 
and his allegéd graft agents were untrue. 
Although counsel] for the defense refused to 
give out the names of the wftnesses that are 
to be caNed, it was understood they wouid 
include *‘ Mike de Pike’’ Heitler, Mrs. Annie 
Plummer, and others, who it has been a!- 
leged have paid money either directiy to 
McCann orto the Frank brothers for him.

WIFE TO TAKE RIVER JAUNT. 


Indiana Executive Declines Invitation 
of Waterways Association to Ac- 
company Taft to New Orleans. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 16.—[Special.}—Be- 
cause he dislikes to be separated from his 
wife, and she from him, Gov. Marshall of 
Indiana declined the invitation of the Lakes- 
to-Gulf Deep Waterways association to be 
a members of the governors’ boat party to 
New Orleans. No provision can be made 
for the wives of governors on that steamer. 

Gov. Marshall said in his letter to W. K. 
Kavanaugh: | 

‘As Mrs. Marshall endured the arduous 
work of the campaign in order to be with me, 
and as I am not convinced that my presence 
is necessary to any public good to my state, 
I must respectfully but gratefully decline 
invitation.’”’ 

President Kavanaugh announced it would 
be impossible to accommodate the wives of 
the governors on the Alton, the craft de- 
signed for the entertainment of the state 
executives, because there are ‘only thirty-five 
staterooms on the steamer and thirty-one 
governors already have accepted invitations. 

President Kavanaugh, however, says that 
@ committee of local women will be named to 
entertain the wives of the governors, mem- 
bers of the cabinet and of congress who 
wish to make the trip. The visiting women 
can go to New Orleans either by rail and 
join their husbands, or take passage on one 
of the other steamers.

Wall street estimates that Mrs. Harriman 


will inherit between $75,000,000 and $100,000,- 
000. Mr. Harriman’s private fortune is sup- 
pesed to have been greater than this by 
many millions.. But there is reasen'to believe 
that. his daughters,. Mary, Carol, and ‘Mrs. 
Robert Livingstene Gerry, and: his sons, 
William Averell, and Roland. with his+sis- 
ter, Mrs: Simons, and other relatives, all 
have; been substantialy provided for in gifts 
out of hand and trust funds set aside by Mr.

Tetanus from Apparently Minor 
Injuries Is Cause of 150 
Fatalities. 


Two hundred and fifteen men, women, and 
children killed, fifty-two. more than last 
year and fifty-seven more than in 1906, is 
the death-toll paid to make a national holl- 
day, in spite of the efforts of half a dozen 
large cities to reduce the casualties from 
Fourth of July accidents. 

The total casualties reported, including 
deaths and injuries, is slightly less than last 
year, there being 368 less nonfatal injuries 
than in 1908, though the grand total of 
casualties reaches 5,307, as against 5,623 for 
the previous year. This is the official pro- 
test of the American Medical association 
through its journal against the efforts of 
the nation to teach patriotism by the use of 
the toy pistol and the giant cracker.

WANTS NEW POLITICAL DEAL 


| Assails Bipartisan Arrangement in 


Last Seasion of House. 


Galesburg, Il, Sept. 16.—[{Special.}—Rep- 
resentative Edward J. King, who was the 
choice of the Republican caucus for speaker 
of the Illinois hduse at the beginning of the 
last session. in a speech at the grange pic- 
nic at Table Grove in Fulton county today 
‘deciared for the reénactmer* of the primary 
election law. 

He attacked Speaker Shurtleff for his dec- 
laration to the New York legislative com- 
mittee hostile to such a law, and assailed 
the bipartisan organizd@tion of the house and 
particularly the bipartisan arrangement 
which he claimed had prevented the passage 
of laws desired by the people. This bipartisan 
arrangeéi..ent he described as the creature 
apd willing agent of the privileged inter- 
ests and as opposed to primary legislation. 

He declared that a member has about as 
much right under the house rules as the 
signer of a sewing machine contract. 
asserted that when the house met last ses- 
sion it was about to be organized by the men 
| chosen at the primaries and elected by the 
people, but that this move was checked by 
“the corporate interests. 


Warns of Conspiracy. 

‘The failure to defeat the primary election 
law,” he said, “ was the first and hardest 
blow the machine received. It was the first 
part of their work to defeat it if they could. 
Their friends, the corporationre, had infiu- 
ence in ¢omventions. but not in primary nomi- 
nations. 

“ This bipartisan organization defeated the 
bill providing for the commission form of city 
government, all. remedial labor. legislation, 
and all anti-corporation legislation, and al] 
legislation that might increase even in 4 
slight degree the operating expenses of rai)- 
roads. 

“Today the cohorts of bipartisan and vur- 
porate legions with their retainers and para- 
sites are preparing to contest to the end 
the enacting. of any new primary law. 
There is on foot a well understocc scheme 
to prevent any legislation of this character 
at the special session this fall” 


Refers to Shurtleff’s Work. 

In this connection Mr. King referred to the

The fact that the Supreme court has de- 
clared three primary laws unconstitutional 
should.in no wise discourage the earnest sup- 
porters of direct primary legislation to ob- 
tain a law that will in the future meet all 
requirements. These laws Nave-been held 
unconstitutional, not because they were pri- 
mary laws, but largely because matters were 
inserted In the laws by a system of legisla- 
tive legerdemain that would render any law 
unconstitutional)’: In the last act this fa- 
mous house organization inserted a clause 
permitting the senatorial committee to fix 
the number of members a party wouM nomi- 
nate \for representatives under the minority 
plan, and, of course, the court held it uncon- 
stitutional, as they had before intimated in 
another case they would.”

The wound on the forehead of Mrs. Silver 
was also caused from a bullet. 

The women quarreled frequently over who

Mrs. Tripp. These circumstances, together 
with the fact that it was known that Mrs. 
Silver was jealous of Mrs. Tripp. whose hus- 
band was the brother of the former. and the 
statement made by Mrs. Silver at the Wash- 
ington Park hospital in which she admitted 
she shot Mrs. Tripp, have convinced the police 
that the only motive for the tragedy was the 
ill feeling harbored by Mra. Tripp against her 
victim. 


Money Mystery Is Unsolved.

Silver, in which he said he would lose $2,500 as 
the outcome of the tragedy. Relatives believe 
that Mr. Silver in his excitement did not 
know what he was saying.

MISS WRIGHT A PASSENGER. 


Sister of Aviators on Dirigible Which 
Is Finally Lowered. si

FRANKFORT, Sept. 16.—At an ascension 
of the Parseval dirigible balloon, in which 
Miss Katherine Wright, sister of Orville 
Wright, was a passenger, a boy became en- 
tangled in the loose rigging and was carried 
aloft swinging head downward by the iegs. 

The airship had attained an altitude of 600 
feet before the pilot could check its course 
and bring it back to the ground. When the 
boy was released he was unconscious, 

Orville. Wright has gone to Berlin follow- 
ing a trip here in the Zeppelin dirigible bal- 
loon. Speaking of his sensations, he said bal- 
looning did not compare with the flight ofan 
aeroplane in the sense of power over the 
elements or the exhilaration from rapidity 
of motion. 

Mr. Wright is to make another aeroplane 
flight in Berlin, after which he will begin the 
instruction of a representative of the com- 
pany that has acquired the Wright patents 
for Germany. 

Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 16.—A peculiar airship 
accident happened at the Ottawa exhibition 
today when Arviator Nasar of St. Louis at- 
tempted a flight with a dirigible airship. 

The propeller caught an electric light wire 
and checked the ascent. The crowd, seeing 
the trouble, rushed to catch the falling 
dirigible. 

The propeller had stripped the insulation 
off the electric wire, and as fast as persons 
touched the metal framework of the balloon 
a current was formed with the earth and 
they were knocked down. 

Twenty persons were thue rendered help- 
less in less than a minute. Four of these 
were so badly shocked and burned that they 
had to be. removed to the hospital. One of 
them—Edward Kaitting of Belleville, died 
on the way to a hospital.

In the 
capital the day was ushered in by salvos of 
artillery and later a great military parade, 
in which President Diaz participated, was 
held. 

At 6'o’clock in the evening the national con- 
gress assembled. The annual message of 
President Diaz was read by him to the as- 
sembeled deputies and-senators. The docu- 
ment was a review of the events of the last 
year and recommended no legislation of any 
kind. 

Speaking of the foreign relations, the presi- 
dent declared that they were never better. 
He told the assembled legislators that he had 
been invited by the American president to 
meet him at.#!l Paso on Oct. 16 and that he 
had accepted the invitation with the proviso 
that dongrése grant the necessary permis- 
sion for the president to leave Mexican soil. 

Referring to the recent political riots in 
some parts of the republic, the president 
said: 

‘“‘ During recent months there have been a 
perceptible political movement preparatory 
to the election of federal officers which is to 
take place next ygar. It is certainly praise- 
worthy that the Mexican people show each 
time a greater interest in the exercise of its 
electoral .right, as..this is edge that In 
designating its future officials it will guar- 
antee thos¢ conquests Which the republic 
has made under the beneficent influence of 
peace. 

‘* Unfortunately. not all the manifestations 
of the electoral propaganda have kept within 
the peaceful limits of the laws, and initiated 
by agitators, prompted by their own personal

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interests, certain disorders have resulted ” 


Advices received at the state departmént 
clearly indicate that the strained relations 
between thesé South American states, which 
grew out of the award*made by Argentina in 
the boundary dispute betweén the other two 
countries, are practically at an end, and that 
an amicable settlement of all the questions at 
issue, it is now believed, is agsured. 

Bolivia and Argentina, it is stated, again 
have clasped hands in a friendly spirit, and, 
although their diplomatic representatives 
have not yet resumed their stations, it con- 
fidently is expected that this formal act, 
which will give notice to the world that har- 
mony. between the two nations is fully re- 
stored, will not be long delayed.

Surgeon Who Investigated Conditions 
at Illincis Asylum Makes Report 
at Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—A 
report has been made to Surgeon General 
Wayman on the prevalence of pellagra in the 
Illinois State Hospital! for the Insane at 
South Bartonville. The report follows an 
investigation by C. H. Lavinder, assistant 
surgeon of the public health and marine hos- 
pital service, who believes the strange mala- 
dy may become a public health problem. In 
his report Dr. Lavinder says: 

“Inquiry was made ag to how much corn 
or its products entered into the general diet 
of the patients, and it was learned that corn 
ig used sparingly, perhaps on an average of 
not more than two or three times a week. 

“The quality of the meal and hominy 
which I saw was to all appearances excel- 
lent. Tam unable to assign any satisfactory 
local cause for the extent of the disease in 
the hospital.”

laws are made reasonably uniform. 

“ At the first mention of this to a banker 
he naturally says, aefar as we are concerned, 
this cannot be done, but\lam reasonably’ 
well advised, and feel positive that the 
federal government wil] impose restrictions 
similar to the standard provisions now_being 
inserted in.many states,

Henry 8S. Henschen, cashier of the State

During her husband’s life Mrs. Morris spent 
sevéral winters with him at Santa Barbara, 
Cal, where they were accustomed to sur- 
round themselves with children and young 


people.

It was said 
that he never rode in an automobile and 
warned his wife against them.

TAFT AND BALLINGER. 

No man‘ could ask for a more thorough | 
vindication than Secretary Ballinger has 
been given by President Taft. His letter 
to the secretary is.a judicial opinion, writ- 
ten after making a careful study of the 
evidence pro atid con. :

INTOLERABLE PRISONS. 

The western penitentiary of Pennsyl- 
vania is a house of horrors. Behind its 
barred windows are more’than 1,800 un- 
fortunates. In pairs they are’ crowded 
into cells where there is a space eighteen 
inches in width between the cots. Ver- 
min of all kinds abounds. ‘The Yood is 
so poor that on a recent occasion the 
prisoners threw their filled plates at the 
inspector as he passed through the mess 
hall, that he might better appreciate the. 
quality of the sérvice. Over.800 of the 
prisoners. are . afflicted with . thberculosis. | 
Conditions are so bad that the United 
States will remove the twenty-one federal 
prisonere at once from such an intolera- 
ble place. So runs a Washington dispatch 
telling the result of investigations at Alle- 
gheny by federal agents. 
' Lest any one jump at the conclusion 
that Pennsylvania penal insfitutions are in 
exceptionally bad shape, an article in the 
September Hampton’s Magazine may be 
cited. “ Beating Men to Make Them 
Good ” is the suggestive title, The “ pen” 
at Oolumbus, O.,, furnishes most of the! 
Jdijustrations. One of them is a pieture of | 
the dining hall where Ohbfo feeds 1,700 
prisoners. The legend beneath it says the 
hall is “wonderfully dark, amazingly 
dirty, no ventilation to speak of, reeking 
with unpleasant odors.” 

But the “O. P.” and the “W. P. P.” 
have no monopoly. <A late number of 
the Survey has a study of “ The Jails of 
New York State” by O. F. Lewis, in 
which deplorable conditions are described 
as existing where that commonwealth 
keeps its 10,000 prisoners. If Pennsylva- 
nia and Ohio and New York maintain 
places of detention which do not bear in- 
spection, states with smaller population 
and fewer resources may be handling a 


the demands of humanity. 

The attacks made all along the line 
now, through periodicals and public meet- 
ings and congresses of men and women 
who are secking prison reform, are be- 
coming increasingly frequent. The revela-

Jacksonville Gets Next Session of 
the Conference Without 
a Contest. 


Mattoon, Ill., Sept. 16.—[Special.}—@pring- 
field was declared the wickedest city in the 
state today by a participant in the confer- 
ence of the Illinois Methodists.

The Rev. J. B. Horney, superintendent of 
the Bloomington district, handed his resigna- 
tion to the conference, ill health in his family 
necessitating his removal to another climate. 
In token of his five years’ service, the mem-

A parade by laymen and ministers took 
place at 6 p.m. There were addresses by 
several men well-known in the church this 
afternoon and evening.

After being sought since his escape ‘from 
the asylum for the insane at Elgin, six 
months ago, Andrew Hansen, alleged pyro- 
maniac, was arrested yesterday at Michi- 
gan avenue and Twelfth street.

He was declared insane 
and committed to the asylum, from which 
he escaped a month later. 

Frank J. Hogan, fire attorney, has been 
searching for the man since he escaped from 
the asylum. He believes Liansen may have 
been responsible for a nuber of fires on the 
west side during the last few months. 

Several years ago Hansen was arrested in 
Racine, Wis., and accused of starting fires 
in more than forty buildings. He has also 
| a arrested in Milwaukee and Waukesha, 
Wis. 

It is said that Hansen confines himeelf to 
the destruction of large buildings because of 
a desire to see big fires. Usually, the police 
claim, after setting fire to a building near 
some fire engine house, he waits for the fire- 
men to leave and then sets fire to their 
quarters.
